Colnmbtw, O.. Mardi 27. — A number 
of Important bills were paased by the 
house, one of which was the Brum- 
Wugh bill to classify t<he achools of 
Ike state. Tlie bill provides thsX the 
kIAmIs are to be regarded as of three 
classes, alementary. high schools and 
colleges. High schools are to be di 
Tided into three grades. The first is 
to have a four years' course of 36 
■weeks each and 16 courses; the sec- 
ond Is to have three three years' 
teroul of 32 weel(s each, and 12 cours- 
es; the third la to hara a -two years' 

<f'uree of 28 weeks each and have 
eight different courses. 

Schools are to bcmaintained not less 
than 24 or more than 44 weeks in the 
year, the time being made optional 
■with the local boards of education. 
The state commiseioner of common 
schools ia given a general supervision 
over grades and curricula as well as 
diplomas. A first grade diploma Is to 
be taken for admission to any of the 
colleges of the state without an en- 
trance examination. A teachers' cer- 
tificate is made to entitle the hoKlc r 
to take all entrance examinations. 

The house passed the Ankeny bill, 
to prevent fire ineurance companies 
from doing a guarantee title business. 
Title guarantee and trust companies 
are permitted to do business in Ohio, 
but they are taken out oC the super- 
vision of the state insurance commis- 
sioner and placed in the hantls of the 
state auditor. They must have a paid 
up cavital of $500,000, and half this 
amount must be deposited with the 
Ctate treasiir( r. 

Two bills introduced by Representa- 
tive Wayne of Hamilton were consid- 
ered. One limits the age to 14 years 
where service for Eunimon.s for wit- 
nesses is required. This bill was 
passed, but one to require that mort- 
gage releases must be acknowledged 
before a notary was dcfcatod. 

Mr. Stage moved to relieve the ju- 
diciary committee of further consid- 
eration of his anti-pass bill, but the 
motion was laid on the table on mo- 
tion of Mr. Price of Athens. 

The Patterson bill for the reappor- 
tionment of the congressional districts 
of the state was indorsed at a caucus 
of the Republicans of the house held 
Wednesday night The bill provides 
for districts as now constituted. 

The opposition to the Patterson re- 
dist^^ictfng bill stiU has a fighting 
chance. 

In the Senate. 

Senator L<mgworth of Cincinnati In- 
troduced a bill which provides that 
apon the rsquest of any county aud- 
itor, the state board of appraisers and 
aseeeaors. consisting of the governor, 
aodltor of state, treasurer of state and 
aUora^y general, shall app<rint a 
Mard of review to take the place of 
||M city boar<l of equalization and the 
elty board of revision in such city, 
and to have all the rights' and powera 
enjoyed hy these boards in the equali- 
sation of the value of real and person- 
al property. 

Bills 'pMCSd In the senate were. 
S. B.. maMng It permisaible for 
boards of education to have phyelcal 
culture taught in their schools; S. B., 
Mltbortslng boards of education to 
levy an additional tax of one mill for 
the pnrpoae of paying off their bonded 
lodetotedness. It applies to city dis- 
tricta only, Cincinnati alon« being ex- 

Sitting as a committee of the whole, 
the senate considered ix>ngworth'a tax- 
ation proposition. His plan is that 
amthority given to city councils or 
vovernlac hoards of maniclpalities to 
Issue bonds for various purposes, fix- 
ing a limit of 6 per cent of the tax 
duplicate. The occasion for this plan 
Is the recent decisions of the wipreme 
court in setting aside special ads 
witloh heretofore have b«*n accepted 
M Mt least . passable, if not ooastltu- 
ttonal. Beaater Hsrrlok of OlevelaBd 
raised the objection that the Long- 
worth plan fixed no limitation on bond 
laatMa for all porpoMSk and suggested 
In the course of his argument that a 
limit of 10 per cent be fixed fCr all 
purposes. On motion of Senator Rig- 
gin of Madison tlie chair appointed a 
committee of five which la to study 
the question carefully and pr^'pare 
and submit some general plan which 



will cGVir the question thoroughly 
The committee consists of Senators 
Longworth, Hoaea. Patterson, Royer 
and Herrick. 

The senate dsfeated the Godfrey 
Joint resolution proposing the submis- 
sion of a constitutional amendment to 
a vote of the peoplo giving the gov- 
ernor the veto power. The vote was 
18 to IS. It Is a singular coincidence 
that the two houses were considering 
similar resolutions at the same time, 
and that both were defeated, the op- 
position to Mr. Price's resolution In 
the house being much more pro- 
nounced than was that of t'he senate 
to the, Godfrey resolution. The vote 
oti the Price rcsolntloa was 4i yeas 
to 40 nays.

M. Clyatt. a wealthy ttirp 'ntir.e opop- 
alcr. who was charsid with a viola- 
tion of the ptonage laws of the Unit- 
ed States. The evidence at the trial 
wae to the effect thai Clyatt securoc* 
in Georgia several negroes and (om- 
ing to Florida brought about their ar- 
rests. The negroes were then tak?n, 
It ia alleged, to Clyatt's turpentine 
farm, near Waterloo, Ga., wher» th y 
were made to work until a di bt ihcy 
were.charged wi<.h owing, had been 
paid.VThe case was brought by the 
Unltei^S'tatf s povf i nnient and lii-^ 
believed to be the flrst time the fed- 
eral court has ever attempted to en 
force the statute 'aK.iir.r,'. peonage.

Tills brought 
the matter before the house for con- 
sideration, 'the house unanimously 
adopted the Richardson resolution for 
an investigation of charges In connec- 
tion with the pn: \:i of the Dani.-.h 
West Indies ari.l .^ p'-.i^i r Ih ndn-.^on 
appointed Repr<>sen;atives Iiaizeli. 
HItt. Cousins, McCall. Richardson. 
Dlnsmore and Cowherd as the investi- 
gation committee. 

The names of Abner McKinley, 
brother of the dead president and oth- 
er prominent men were used by 
Christmas in describing the negotia- 
tions of till' deal. 

In the report Mr. Christmas said 
among other things that he had as bis 
Fpeciai apsi«^fant9 "C. W. Knox, an it;- 
tlmate frier.d of Senator Haiina atiil a 
Washington lawyer named Richard F.

As a lawyer I do 
not see how upon the testimony given, 
the verdict could have been .found. I 
do not believe, had Recorder Qoff and 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
known what effect their addresses 
would have upon the jury that they 
would hare made them in the terms

Western; E. B. Thomas, chairman of 
the board of the Erie Railway com- 
pany; OeorgG S. Baer of the Reading 
railroad, and Robert Olyphant, presi- 
dent of the Delaware and Hudson com- 
pany. The conference was arranged 
by a sub-committee named by the con- 
ciliation committee of the National 
Civic Federation, after that body had 
listened to the representations of John 
Mitchell and the riu n wlio c rim<- with 
him from Shaimokiu. Ou the sub-com- 
mittee were Senator Hanne, Oscar 
Strauss and Frank Duin an and when 
the general committee adojuined they 
called on the coal operators. 

No statement as to the understand- 
ing under which the operators agreed 
to go into the conference was made 
public.

re w People Realise What the Y. M. C A. is 

Vaiag AloD^ Tlii!< Line Par 
Voong Men. 

The Young Men's Obrlatian Associa- 
tion of Mays ville will cloaa op a success- 
ful winter's work in tbe nigbt ednoa' 
tional classes. Classes in short hand, 
type writing, bookkeeping, commercial 
arithmetic and penmanship' have been 
conducted with a total enrollment of 
thirty-one young men. Three teachers 
have had charge of the classes. Four 
young men will take the examination 
given by the International Committee of 
the Y. M. C. A. This year's work has 
only been an opening of what can be 
dona for yoang men adocatlonally. Tba 
young men of Mayivilla cannot expect to 
secure better poaltlona at higher wages 
unlesa they are prepared for tba duties 
devolving upon them. Many have not 
known of the work being done by tbe 
local association in night classes. 

Next fall on Oct. lat the fall term of 
the nigbt school will open, with many 
classes added. J:in. Ist tbe winter term 
will open and about tbe middle of March 
a short spring term. 

Why should not the young men of 
Maysvllle be given an opportunity to 
help themselvee? Many boya leave 
school at about fourteen years of age and 
are put out into tbe world bandicaped 
for life. Why abonld not tba bnslness 
men cf Mayeville be interested in the 
aaaociation when it is trying to help 
young men in their employ ? 

The following unaolicited editorial ap- 
peared in the Boston Transcript, June 8, 
1901 : "Few people outside those imme- 
diately iatereeted realize the growth and 
extant of tba educational work carrl»d on 
by tba Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, amounting, as a matter of fast, to 
tbe fonetiona of a national nnivaraity of 
practical teaching, with its branches In 
every city of the country. Standard 
cooroao, it aaamo, are malntainad by ln> 
ternational examinations. Branches 
from grammar school to university Hud 
laglttmata plaoa. PopUa are of all condi- 
tions and clasaeeof men. With fifty sub- 
jects taught, tbe courses are certainly 
adapted to tba apadal naada of tba aaao- 
oiatlona. 

"It is very significant that there are 
27,000 men spending on an average of 
forty-eight hours of recitation «acb sea- 
eon, or doable tba nnmbar of tan years 
ago. Last year, it seems, 1,520 certiti- 
cates were won by men in 115 ditl'erent 
aesociation's, tba movement having ao 
developed |n organization and standard 
of work done that liU colleges and uni- 
versities recognize these cartifloatea for 
matriculation. The board of examiners 
certainly presents an array of names 
that should command coulldence, includ- 
ing Hamilton W. Mabie, Professor Ad- 
ams of Jobna Hopkins University, Pro- 
fessor Hodge, of Clark's University, Pro* 
feasor Beman, of tbe Univaraity of Mich- 
igan, Professor Tbomu, of Colombia 
University, and a dozen others of equally 
high repute in educational work. 

"UndtBobtadlr tba work, ao aarafally 
arranged and so ably conducted, has 
proved a great stimulus to working young 
men in directing their tboogbta to aelf- 
culture and to higher mental attain- 
ments. It is easy to believe that thous- 
ands of young man occupy good posi- 
tions which they never could have at- 
tained but for tbe evening olaasea of tbe 
Yoaaff Man'a Christian Assooiation.
